Dies at Hospital 


Take Care in the Woods— 


Forest authorities are saying, somewhat paradoxically, 


that the heavier rainfall of last winter has increased, in- 
stead of decreasing, the forest fire danger of the coming 
season. It has caused greater vegetable growth, they say, 
and the desiccating influence of the summer sun is certain 
to produce an inflammable tinder underfoot, ready for the 
flaming match or hot pipe ashes or cigarette stub or un- 
extinguished camp fire to start a disastrous conflagration. 


The hillsides of Southern California are covered all too 


scantily with trees and brush. It is, in part, because they 
have been denuded that Los Angeles county must spend 
$36,000,000 for flood control and water storage plants. If 
the denudation continue the generations of the future must 
spend increasing sums to prevent the hillsides from being 
washed away and the lowlands flooded every year. 


It is not necessary to explain these things to the woods- 


wise ; but the California hillsides and canyons are visited 
each summer by increasing thousands who do not realize 
the importance of what looks to them like worthless brush 
nor understand how fast fire travels when once it gets a 
start, nor the heartbreaking and expensive labor required 
to control and check it. 


The forest-trained camper is extremely careful about 


fire. To be sure that matches are out before they leave 
his hand, he breaks them in two; one cannot break a hot 
match in two without getting scorched. He rubs the end 
of his cigarette against a rock and stamps out the sparks. 
He clears away grass and pine needles before be builds a 
camp fire; he watches it every instant it is burning; he puts 
it out thoroughly before leaving the spot, either with water, 
sand or dirt. Nor does he find a large fire necessary; he 
builds a small one of twigs, Indian fashion—it's much less 
work and even more effective. If he finds a forest or brash 


•. blaze he extinguishes it if possible, and if not able to do so 


i sees that word goes to the nearest forest ranger or other 


responsible official.

Early Days in Covina <& 


Eban Putnam Bonier died at the 


Covina hospital Monday, June 28th, 
where he had been taken nearly a 
month previous, hoping that an op- 
eration might relieve his condition. 
However, strength ebbed too quick- 
ly, he at no time rallying. 


Deceased was born April 18, 1853, 


at Euclid Creek, Ohio, the son of 
Francis A. and Hanah Putnam Bo- 
nier. Inherent was the sturdy New 
England blood of his ancestors, his 
grandfather, Ebon Putnam, having 
been a shoe manufacturer of Boston, 
also a member of the legislature, and 
a cousin of General Israel Putnam. 
He was also related, through his 
grandmother, to General Alexander 
Webb of Revolutionary fame. 


When the boy was fourteen years 


of age his family went west, farm 
ing on Muscatine island, in Iowa, 
later moving to Chelsea, Iowa, where 
a saw mill was erected and operated 
for years by Mr. Bomer and his 
brothers. 


Later the parents and the sons, 


with their families, moved to Des 
Moines, Iowa, as contractors build- 
ing the first union depot in Des 
Moines. The father, in his youth 
first cornetist in Gihnore's (later 
Thomas's) band, and the sons form- 
ed the orchestra in the Universalist 
church of Des Moiiies. 


In 1890 Mr. Bomer married Miss 


Ruth Searl of Brooklyn, Iowa, who 
died, leaving three children, Searl P. 
Bomer of Salinas, Roland Bomer of 
Chino, and Mrs. Margery Chamber- 
Inin of Bishop. 


Coming to 
California, eighteen 


years ago, Mr. Bonier married Mrs. 
Sadie P. Searl, formerly of Brook- 
lyn, Iowa. They have lived in Co- 
vina for the past seven years, resid 
ing on Italia street. 


Besides the widow and children, 


two brothers and a sister, J. E. Bom- 
er and Mrs. J. H. Dwight of Des 
Moines, Iowa, John Bomer of Mound 
City, Washington, survive.

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Corporation Encourages Thrift— 


Stock certificates of the Standard Oil Company of Cali- 


fornia have been despatched to 12,000 employees who, 
through the operation of the company's stock investment 
and savings plan, have acquired 481,976 shares of company 
stock with a present market value of about $28,000,000, is 
a statement made this week by G. E. Fetterman, local 
representative. 


The plan was initiated by the company five years ago 


for the purpose of assisting employees to become stockhold- 
ers and to encourage thrift. Under the plan the employee 
was permitted to apply up to 20 per cent of his salary to 
the purchase of stock. The amonnt he specified was deduct- 
ed from his salary each month. For each dollar so deposit- 
ed the company from it own funds added, as a bonus, the 
sum of fifty cents. As sums sufficient for the purchase of 
shares of stock were accumulated, the company issued the 
stock from its treasury to the trustees for account of the 
employee. 
Current dividends from this stock were applied 


to stock purchases. 


The plan was suspended December 31st last owing to 


certain conditions arising from the consolidation of the 
Standard Oil company and the Pacific. Oil company. Dur- 
ing its four years and seven months of active operation 
the participating employees saved about $15,750,000. 
To 


this the co.mpany added more than $7,750,000. 
Through 


dividends and the sale of rights the employees accumulated 
approximately $2,300,000 more, making a total of nearly 
$26,000.000. 'The market value of the stock purchased is 
now about $28,000,000. 


To participate the employee had to have one yeai- of 


service with the company. Of those eligible to participa- 
tion, 85.77 per cent took part in the plan. The maximum 
payroll deduction permitted was 20 per cent of compen- 
sation. The average deduction was 17.5-4 per cent.

he constitution, and 200,000 essays 
were written in the high schools 
hroughout the country, with the 
icven highest contestants appearing 
jcfore the supreme court at Wash- 
ngton. This year there were 1,800,- 
300 orations written id the high 
^chools alone, with a Los Angeles 
>oy as the winner. 


A similar contest was launched 


among the universities and colleges, 
and the final tryout occurred June 
24: nt Bovard auditorium, U. S. C. 


The four orators who appeared in 
!ovina were A. Vance Graham, Den- 
ver university; John Tarrant, Uni- 
versity of Virginia; Thomas Kelty, 
Harvard; Thomas Murphy, Fordham 
miversity, New York, the latter re- 
iciving first place in the finals.
